file, and aJiso specifying the other category of file from this 
one file/ and 

setting unit for setting the item data of the data file 
to thfe fixed format of the format file in accordance with the 
spgrcifying operation. 

2. A data processing systejs/according to claim 1, wherein 
when there are provided a plur^<Lity of format files or data files , 
said setting unit sets th^item data to the fixed format of the 
format file, and creajres the plurality of files at one time. 




20 3. A data/processing system according to claim 1 or 2 , 

wherein said/setting unit sets the item data of the data file 
to the f ix^ format of the format file by a form overlay function 
In accQ^tdance with the specifying operation.

^^urther comprising a^istinguishing unit of distinguishing 
between file f orm^xs of the specified format file and data file .

selection order.

implementing a specifying module for specify/ng any one 
of the format file and the data file, and also s^cifying the 
other category of file from this one file; ang 

setting the item data of the data file to/the fixed format 
of the format file in accordance with the speorifying operation. 
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10 . A data processing method accordi^ig to claim 9 , further 
comprising setting, when there are provided a plurality of format 
files or data files, the item data to/ the fixed format of the 
format file, and creating the plura/ity of files at one time. 



11. A data processing meth;6d according to claim 9 or 10, 
further comprising setting th^ item data of the data file to 
the fixed format of the formal file by a form overlay function 
in accordance with the spe^cifying operation, 
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12. A data processfing method according to claim 9 or 10, 
further comprising diartinguishing between file formats of the 
specified format file and data file. 
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13. A data processing method according to claim 9 or 10, 
further comprising implementing a print module for printing 
contents of the item data of the data file which have been set 
to the fixed/format of the format file in accordance with the 
specifying/operation . 
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14. A data processing method according to c>^im 9 or 10, 
further comprising implementing the specifv^g module for 
specifying the format file and the data f i^ by a drag and drop 
function . 
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15. A data processing method according to claim 9 or 10, 
further comprising setting^the item data of the data file to 
the fixed format of the/format file in accordance with the 
specifying operation^of specifying the format file and the data 
file that are displayed in the form of display objects. 




.6 . A readable-by-computer mediij^ recorded with a program 
'comprising : 

a step of implementing a display module for displaying 
at least one format file containing a fixed format, and at least 
one data file containing item>aata to be set to the fixed format;

the other category of /file from this one file; and 

a step of setting the item data of the data file to the 
fixed format of theyl: ormat file in acqordance with the specifying 
operation . 



17 . A r^adable-by-computer medium recorded with a program

when the^ are provided a plurality of format files or data files , 
the item data to the fixed format of the format file , and creating 



the plurality of files at dne time. 

18 . A readable-by-computer medium recorded with a program 
according to claim 16 or 17/ further comprising a step of setting 
the item data of the data/file to the fixed format of the format 
file by a form overlay function in accordance with the specifying 
operation. / 

19 . A readable-oy-computer medium recorded with a program 
according to claim lIs or 17, further comprising a step of 
distinguishing betwe/en file formats of the specified format file 
and data file. / 

20 . A readable-by-computer medium recorded with a program 
according to claim 16 or 17, further comprising a step of 



implementing a print module for printing contents of\the item 
data of the data/ file which have been set to the fixed format 
of the format file in accordance with the specifying operation. 

21 . A reapable-by-computer medium recorded with a program 
according to claim 16 or 17, further comprising a step of 
implementing the specifying module for specifying the format 
file and the /data file by a drag and drop function. 




22 . Aflreadable-by-computer medium recorded with a program 
according to claim. 16 or 17 , further comprising a step of setting 
the item data of the data file to the fixed format of the format 
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
